To  the  Chairman  and  Members 

of  the  Chichester  Rural  District  Council, 

Mr. Chairman,  Ladies  and  G<3ntl6r.i3n,. 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  sixth  hmual  Report 
on  the  hea]-th  of  the  Chichester' Rural  District  and  the  viork  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  during  the  year  1944,  The  Report  is  the  tvvelfth 
in  the  series. 

The  restrictions,  on  the  grounds  of  national  security,  previously 
imposed  on  the  publication  of  population  and  other  statistics  in  the  Annual 
Report  have  been  vjithdraviin,  and  it  is  now  possible  to  give  in  full  the 
Vital  Statistics  for  the  whole  of  the  \Mar  yeai-s. 

It  is  gi’atifying  to  note  that  in  spite  of  six  years  of  war  there 
is  no  apparent  deterioration  in  the  general  health  of  the  conimunity,  and 
that  apart  from  an  outbreak  of  Sonne  dysentery  and  an  increased  incidence 
of  whooping  cough,  there  has  been  no  outstanding  prevalence  of  iiifectious 
or  other  diseases  during  the  year. 

Txhe  Birth  Rate  of  23.31  per  1,000  population  is  a rise  of  1.73 
on  last  year’s  rate  and  is  the  highest  on  record  for  ths  district  since 
1920  when  a rate  of  24.2  was  recorded  for  the  Westhampnett  Rural  District, 

The  increase  this  year  is  due  entirely  to  an  actual  rise  in  the  number  of 
live  bj.rths.  The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  ths  District's  population 
at  raid  1944  is  33,290  which  is  1,960.  less  than  that  for  mid  1939, 

The  number  of  illegitimate  live  births  show  a further  increase 
and  amountsd  to  11, &f.  or  over  one  in  every  ten  of  the  total  births. 

The  Death  Rate  of  11.93  per  1,000  population  is  a dscrease  of 
0.46  on  the  rate  fer  1943, 

The  Diphtheria  Immmiisation  canpaign  has  been  continued  throughout 
the  year,  it  being  estimated  that  at  the  and  of  the  year,  46.83.^o  of  the 
children  under  5 years  of  age,  and  89, 19;^^  of  the  children  aged  5 to  15  years 
had  received  a course  of  protective  inoculations.  Both  these  percentages  show 
.improvement  on  those  of  the  previous  year,  but  that  for  the  under  fives  must 
be  considerably  increased  if  diphtheria  is  to  be  eliminated. 

With  the  coming  of  peace  it  is  now  possible  to  remark  on  some  of 
the  w^ortirne  problems  which  affected  ths  district  particularly  during  1944, 

The  district  was  one  of  the  assembly  areas  for  the  arm.ed  forces  which  attacked 
the  Continent  on  D,  Day.  For  months  before  this  day  this  district  was  crowded 
with  troops  includir^:  large  contingents  of  U.S, Forces,  Considerable 
difficulties  were  expericn'ijd  with  regard  to  the  provision  of  isoj.ation 
hospital  accommodation  until  arrangements  were  made  for  cases  of  minor  infections 
to  be  treated  at  Service  Field  Hospitals  established  in  the  district.  With 
numerous  service  personnel  in  temporary  quarters  serious  problems  of  sanitation 
and  protection  of  water  supplies  had  to  be  met,  A portion  of  "Mulberry”  .. 
Harbour  v;as  built  in  one  of  the  creeks  and  the  "Mulberry”  Harbour  itself 
assembled  off  the  coast  at  Selsey  before  transfer  to  Normandy.  It  is  indeed 
most  satisfactory  to  record  that  all  m.ajor  problems  of  public  health  were 
surmounted  without  serious  detriment  to  the  well-being  of  the  community, 

^Turning  to  post-war  problems,  that  of  housing  is  of  paramount 
importance.  A start  has  been  made  with  the  survey,  as  required  by  ths 
Alinistry  of  Health,  of  all  working  class  houses  in  the  District.  Plans  for 
new  building  ai'o  in  an  advanced  stage  of  preparation  and  building  operations 
should  commence  in  the  near  future.

Sciiemss  for  ths  Gxfcension  of  vjatsr  supplies  oiil  sei'cerage  facilities 
in  various  parts  of  ths  district  are  in  preparation  and  it  is  hoped  that 
constructional  work  will  commence  as  soon  as  labour  and  materials  are 
available . 


Civil  Defence  work  has  occupied  a much  less  proportion  of  ths  time 
of  the  Sanita3:y  inspectors  during  the  year  but  blr.S.T, Taylor  remained 
First  Aid  Commandant  and  i'ir.L.  J.Lcvjis,  Chief  I'Tarden  for  the  District,  until 
the  Civil  Defence  Services  were  disbanded  in  May  1945 <, 

In  conclusion,  1 beg  to  render  niy  thanks  to  the  members  of  the 
Council  for  their  continued  support,  and  to  all  members  of  the  staff  for 
their  co-operation  and  assistance  during  the  yean.

The  various  ■wartiinG  conditions  noted  in  previous  reports  have  continuod 
and  various  fOj?ms  of  service  activities  have  been  in  evidcnco  throughout  the 
year. 

As  in  previous  years  the  district  remained  an  official  reception  area, 
the  number  of  persons  billeted  under  the  Governiaont  Evacuation  Scheme  at  the 
commencement  of  the  year  being  720,,  Increased  enemy  aerial  activity  over 
the  Metropolis  and  surrounding  districts  during  the  greater  part  of  the  year 
•was  no  doubt  responsible  -for  the  evacuation  of  additional  persons  from  tho 
danger  areas,  with  the  result  that,  at  the  end  of  the  year  under  review,  some 
1,004  persons  were  officially  billeted  in  the  Rural  District, 

VITAL  STATISTICS.  ' 

Births 

After  adjustment  for  inward  and  outward  transferable  births,  a net 
total  of  776  live  births  (1599  Males,  S77  Fujnalcs)  was  registered  in  the 
District  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  711  (359  Males,  352  females) 
in  1943, 

The  BIRTtl  Ri^TE  is  23,31  per  1,000  of  the  population,  as  compared  with' 

21,58  for  the  previous  year,  17,6  for  Englan.d  and  Wales,  and  18,52  and  19,58 
for  Urban  and  Rural  Districts  of  West  Sussex. 

The  illegitimate  live  births  numbered  90  or  10,98^  of  the  total  live 
births,  and  decrease  of  l.lS^o  on  the  previous  year. 

Stillbirths. 

After  adjustment  for  transfers,  18  stillbirths  wore  registered  during 
the  year.  This  figure  gives  a rate  of  22,67  per  1,000  live  and  stillbirtlis 
and  0,54  per  1,000  of  the  population,  as  com.parcd  with  24.69  and  0.55 
respectively  in  1943, 

Deaths 

After  correction  for  transferable  deaths,  the  net  total  deaths  registered 
in  and  assigned  to  the  District  was  397  (208  males,  189  females)  a decrease  of 
11  on  ■the  total  for  1943, 

A table  on  page  7 shows  the  age  and  sex  distribution  and  causes  of  death 
in  1944,  Of  tho  total  deaths  238,  or  59,955b,  occurred  in  persons  aged  65  years 
and  over.

The  figuiccs  in  brackets  arc  those  for  the  year  1943^ 
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Those  six  causes  accoiuited  for  73,1^  of  the  total  deaths,  Gompared 
with  tho  previous  year,  it  will  be  seen  there  has  been  an  increase  of  16  in 
the  deaths  duo  to  diseases  of  tho  heart  and  circulatory  system. 

Cancer,  with  55  deaths,  a decroas©  of  ID  in  the  figure  for  the  previous 
yoar  continues  to  o ccupy  the  second  place  in  order  of  frequency. 

Deaths  from  respiratory  diseases  show  a decrease  of  14  in  the  figure  for 
the  year  1943, 

Deaths  from  all  form  of  Tuberculosis  were  11,  as  compared  T/dth  15  in  the 
previous  year. 

The  DEATH  RATE  is  11*93  per  1,000  of  the  population,  as  compared  with 
12,39  for  the  previous  year,  11,6  for  England  and  Wales  and  16,62  and  13,36 
for  the  Urban  and  Rural  Districts  of  West  Sussex, 

Maternal  Deaths. 

There  wore  no  Deaths  directly  due  to  pregnancy  or  child  bearing  during 
the  year  as  compared  with  one  for  the  previous  year.  The  maternal  mortality 
rate  for  Enyd-and  and  Wales  is  1,93  per  1,000  total  .live  and  sbiU.births  and 
2,0  and  2,5  for  the  Urban  and  Rural  Districts  of  West  Sussex, 

Infantile  Mortality , 

iU.te:.'  0''iT  ctien  fer  transferable  deaths,  there  were  33  deaths  (19  males, 
14  females)  of  infants  under  1 year  of  ago. 

The  IHFANT  MORTiilTY  RATE  is  42,53  per  1,000  births,  as  compared  with 
47,82  for  the  previous  year,  46  for  England  and  Wales  and  44  and  45  for  tho 
Urban  and  Rural  Districts  of  West  Sussex, 

The  death  rate  amongst  legitimate  infants  per  1,000  legitimate  live 
births  is  46,65  as  compared  with  45  in  1943, 

There  was  one  doath  of  an  illegitimate  child  under  one  yoar  of  age  during 
the  yoar  1944,  as  compared  with  two  for  the  previous  yCar, 

Tho  doath  rate  amongst  illogitimato  infants  is  11,11  per  1,000 
illegitimate  live  birtiis,  as  compared  with  a rate  of  23,26  for  the  yoar  1943,

ACCOIMODAfICH  FOR  ChSIS  OF  IKEECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

The  difficulties  mentioned  in  last  yeoi’hs  report  regarding  the  securing  of 
hospital  accommodation  foe  cases  of  infectious  disease  continued  in  an  even  more 
acute  foriu  during  the  first  half  of  this  year,  but  with  the  invasion  of  the 
continent  of  Europe  and  zl:  deparbujo  of  the  majority  of  the  service  personnel 
from  the  district,  the  difficulties  ceased  to  exist  and  ample  accommodation 
became  available  to  meet  all  civilian  needs.  The  policy  of  nursing  cases  of 
Scai’let  Fever  at  home  whore  practicable  has  continued  with  a result  that  48/S 
of  all  cases  rccoiveci  laoepibeil  trccitxaont  as  compared  with  71?S  in  1943. 

During  the  year  6?  patients  from  the  District  were  admitted  to  the  Chichostoj 
City  and  Bognor  Regis  Isolation  Hospitals,  32  being  civilian  and  35  non-civi  lian 
Of  the  civilians  24  were  cases  of  Scarlot  Fever,  3 cases  of  Diphtheria,  4 cases 
of  Erysipelas  .and  one  case  of  Urticea'ia,  whilst  the  non-civilian  were  composed 
of  3 cases  of  Scarlet  Fever.  7 measles,  4 Diphtheria,  8 Chickenpox,  4 Rubella 
and  3 Mumps^  In  addition  G non-eivilians  wore  admitted  to- Isolation  Hospital 
for  observation. 

The  avoroge  number  of  bous  occupied  by  patients  from  this  district,  includir 
non-civilians  has  varied  month  by  month  from  15  to  1 wi-fch  a monthly  average  of  8j

Water  Supply* 

The  water  supply  of  this  district  was  reviewed  in  detail  in  the 
report  for  the  previous  year  aiid  there  is  little  to  odd  to  that  contained 
j p Wiut  report*  As,  hov.’'^’''^^?,  the  Minister  of  Health  particularly  requests 
infonruxbion  regarding-  “«ator  supply,  some  of  the  information  given  last  year 
is  hero  rojNncibn'’* 

The  district  is  supplied  with  piped  water  by  four  statutory  water 
undertakers,  these  being  the  Chichester  Ru'r’al.  District  Council  and  the 
Chichester  City  Corporation,  the  Bognor  Kogis  Urban  District  Council  and 
the  Sclsoy  V/ater  Company, 

The  distribution  mains  of  the  four  statutory  water  undertakings  cover 
almost  entirely  the  more  populous  southern  two  thirds  of  the  Rural  District 
leaving  the  more  sparsely  populated  northern  third  dopondent  on  private 
estate  supplies  and  private  wells c 

At  present,  water  is  supplied  by  one  or  other  of  the  four  statutory 
VJatcr  Undertakings  in  part  at  least  of  all  the  parishes  in  the  Rural  District 
except  the  parishes  of  Compton,  Earthom,  Madohurst,  Harden,  Stoughton, 
Singleton,  West  Dean,  East  Doan  and  Upwaltham,  and  of  the  12,164  houses  in 
the  district,  some  8,919  or  735w  have  a piped  supply  from  one  or  other  of 
the  four  statutory  Water  Undertaleings  in  the  district.  Of  those  it  is 
estimated  that  in  95^  the  water  is  provided  in  the  houses,  whilst  in  the 
remainder  it  is  available  by  moans  of  stamdpipcs,  common  to  two  or  m.cro 
houses.  In  addition,  675  houses,  or  5^  obtain  a piped  supply  from  private 
estate  mains, 

A lUrthcr  365  houses  or  5^  of  the  total  are  situate  within  100  yards 
of  existing  public  water  mains,  and  could,  therefore,  be  provided  with  a 
piped  supply  at  comparatively  little  expense  so  far  as  main  oxtonsl-ons  are 
concomod* 

This  water  supplied  by  the  four  statutory  wnta-r*  ^iiUoi-taL-crs  is  all 
ch3.orinatcd  befero  distribution*  T ij.es  are  constant  and  adequate  to 

meet  the  needs  of  the  distribution  areas.

The  estimated  amount  of  water  supplied  during  the  year  was  107}000,000 
gallons, 

A total  of  19  samples  of  raw  water  wore  taken  from  the  wells  at  the  , 
waterworks  for  bacteriological  examination,  17  of  which  wore  reported  to  bo 
of  satisfactory  bacterial  purity,  the  remaining  two  samples  shovjing  slight 
degrees  of  bacterial  impiurity* 
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Soiao  contaniination  was  o^qjcricnccd  in  watGr  supplied  through  tho 
new  3”  main  to  Thornoy  Island  R.AsFa  Station  immediately  after  tho  main 
was  laid.  Five  samples  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  showed 
vcrylng  degrees  of  pollution,  although  typical  coliform  organisms  were  not 
found  in  any  specimen. 

The  contamination  was  thought  to  be  due  to  the  fact  that  the  pipes  used 
had  been  previous  ly  utilized  for  another  purpose.  The  main  was  flushed 
out  and  chlorinated  and  satisfc.ctory  samples  wore  then  obtained.

Other  Supplies, 

Private  Estate  Supplies, 

There  have  been  no  important  changes  with  regard  to  tho  various 
private  estate  water  supplies,  full  details  of  which  were  givon  in  the 
repoi'b  for  1943,  A total  of  675  nuu.cr,<?  receive  suppT-.i.es  of  piped  water 
from  private  estate  water  undertalcings,  tna  TAJo.ter  with  fov;  c-xcop-cion.q 
being  available  inside  the  houses.  These  private  estate  undertakings 
have  in  tho  past  given  invaluable  service  to  the  communities  they  serve, 
and  arc  in  fact,  still  the  only  supply  available  to  many  villages  and 
hamlets.  The  water  supplied  is',  however,  at  times  in  some  cases  of 
doubtful  quality,  the  mains  ore  often  of  insufficient  size  to  provide 
for  present  day  needs  and  for  future  dcvclopfeont.  The  passing  of  the 
Rural  Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage  Act,  1944,  has  placed  new  responsibilities 
on  Local  Authorities,  It  is  novj  the  duty  of  the  Council  to  provide  a 
supply  of  wholesome  water  in  pipes  to  every  rural  locality  in  the  district 
in  which  there  are  houses  or  schools,  and  to  take  the  pipes  affording 
tho  supply  to  such  points  as  will  enable  tho  houses  or  schools  to  bo 
connected  at  a reasonable  cost.  The  position  of  the  private  estate 
supplies  will  require  careful  consideration, 

Diiring  the  year  samples  ha.vc  been  taken  from  private  estate  wells 
and  distribution  mains.  Rep  rts  .,n  the  samples  show  considerable 
fluctuation  in  tho  tjuality  of  the  water  from  some  sources,  whilst  from 
others  tho  snrplics  ore  persistently  of  doubtful  quality.  During  the 
year  78  samples  in  all  were  taken  from  private  ostato  undertakings.  Of 
those,  40  were  satisfactory,  23  suspicious  and  15  were  unsatisfactory.

The  public  ■wells  r.t  Charlton  end  Singleton  continued  to  be 
satisfactory  sources  of  Mio.lcsomc  vjatcr»  During  the  year  14  sasraplcs 
of  -water  have  been  subLd-tted  for  bacteriological  cxoiiu. nation,  all  of 
which  vjcrc  reported  satisfactory. 

Throe  sariiplcs  have  been  taken  from  the  Hermitage  vjell.  One  tal:en 
in  December  Bhowed  a narked  degree  of  bacterial  impurity  but  the  other 
tvjo  were  satisfactory. 

Individual  Private  Supplies, 

During  the  year  108  samples  of  water  wore  talccn  from  wells  supplying 
149  houses  in  various  parts  of  the  district.  Of  these,  17  were  reported 
to  be  of  satisfactory  bacterial  purity,  10  were  of  doubtful  quality  and 
81  were  unsatisfactory.  A supply  of  water  from  a public  main  is 
available  to  92  of  the  houses,  and  57  of  them  havo  now  been  connected 
to  the  main. 

Where  no  water  main  is  available  occupiers  of  properties  ’.'Jith 
unsatisfactory  well  supplies  ore  advised  to  boil  all  water  required  for 
drinking  purposes  and  are  si^pplicd  with  a leaflet  giving  them  instructions 
with  regard  to  the  chlorination  of  the  water. 

Fifteen  samples  of  water  were  collected  from  wells  supplying 
Council  cottages  in  this  district  and  submittod  for  bacteriological 
examination.  Of  those  10  were  found  to  bo  satisfactory,  whilst  three 
were  reported  to  be  of  a suspicious  nature,  tho  remaining  two  sauples 
being  entirely  unsatisfactory. 

Throe  samples  of  water  taJacn  from  a well  in  connection  with  a public 
Elementary  School  in  the  district  at  which  canteen  facilities  are 
available  wore  all  found  to  be  of  satisfactory  bacterial  purity. 

Connections  to  Mains. 

During  the  year,  181  houses  havo  beCn  pro-vldod  with  piped  water  from 
public  mains,  .1:'.  most  ca.scs  the  work  wa.s  done  after  the  scridL  ce  of  am 
informal  notice  on  the  owner.  Statutory  notices  requiring  am  owner  to 
provide  a satisfactory  vjater  supply  wcrc'  served  in  28  cases,  involving 
33  houses.  In  8 cases  the  requireraonts  of  the  notice  have  been  carried 
out.  In  three  instaaicos  involving  12  houses,  the  owners  appealed  to  the 
Minister  of  Health  against  tho  Council’s  roquiroments,  and  at  tho  end 
of  the  year  tho  Minister’s  decision  in  tevo  instances  (8  houses)  had  not 
been  received.  In  the  remaining  caso  the  ovJner  of  four’  cottages  withdrew 
his  appeal  and  subsequently  complied  with.  the.  requirements  of  tho  Notice 
served  upon  him.  Iji  three  other' cases  the  Council  resolved  to  carry  out 
the  work  of  connection  in  default,  /ilthough  only  8 of  the  33  properties, the 
subjects  of  .Statutory  Notices, were  connected  to  a public  main  during  the 
year,  a further  16  properties  were  provided  with  a main  supply  diu-ing 
the  early  part  of  the  ensuing  year. 

Future  development. 

In  spite  of  war  conditions  and  shortage  of  staff,  consideration 
has  been  given  to  the  fu'turo  needs  of  the  district  and  several  schomos 
are  in  an  advanced  stage  of  preparation. 

As  a result  of  repeated  representation  to  tho  Ministry  of  Health 
consent  was  received  just  before  the  end  of  tho  year  for  a water  main 
extension  to  be  laid  by  the  Chichester  City  Corporation  to  supply  a group 
of  20  houses  on  the  Briar  Estate,  Ea.st  Wittering,  Those  houses  depend 
on  shal.low  v;clls  and  in  times  of  drought,  the  occupants  have  been  in 
serious  difficulties  with  regard  to  water  supplies. 
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Progress  has  been  made  -with  regard  to  schemes  under  consideration 
at  the  outbrooJs  of  war  for  a piped  supply  for  parts  of  the  parish  of 
Stoughton,  including  Porestside,  It  is  hoped  that  this  scheme  will  bo 
enlarged  . to  cover  also  the  parishes  of  Compton  and  Harden. 

The  need  for  an  extension  of  the  Chichester  City  Corporation  mains 
in  the  parish  of  Funtingbon  to  supply  West  Ashling  has  long  been 
recognised  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  work  will  not  now  bo  much  longer 
delayed. 

Negotiations  arc  also  in  progress  regarding  the  much  needed  supply 
for  Singleton  and  East  Doan. 

In  addition  to  these  principal  schemes,  several  smaller  extensions 
and  devolopmonts  arc  required  in  other  parts  of  the  district. 

Shortage  of  Water  owing  to  drought  . 

The  water  supplies  of  several  parts  of  the  area  were  adversely 
affected  during  the  year  owing  to  drought.  As  early  as  January  it  was 
reported  that  the  water  vjas  abnormally  low  in  the  wells  in  the  villafeos 
and  hamlets  of  Singleton,  Charlton,  East  Doan,  Waldorton  and  Forostsido. 

The  shortage  of  water  in  the  hamlet  of  Forcstsido  was  such  that 
at  the  cad  of  May  it  was  necessary  to  deliver  drinking  water  to  the 
residents.  The  delivery  was  continued  twico  weekly  until  early  in  August. 

Early  in  October  complaints  were  received  of  shortage  of  water  in 
the  hamlet  of  Waldorton,  On  investigation  it  was  found  that  some  of  the 
wells  were  dry  and  that  others  contained  so  little  water  as  to  bo 
insufficient  for  domestic  needs,  A twico  wceloly  delivery  of  water  was 
commenced  and  this  was  later  increased  to  a daily  delivery  which  was 
continued  until  the  end  of  November. 

Shortages  of  supply  wore  also  experienced  by  residents  in  the  Briar 
Estate,  East  Wittering,

During  the  first  half  of  the  year  difficulties  were  again  experienced 
With  regard  to  nuisances  caused  by  the  overflowing  of  cesspools  and  the 
disposal  of  cesspool  and  pail  closet  contents  from  premises  occupied  by  the 
Service  Authorities,  Numerous  representations  were  made  to  contractors 
and  others,  but  recurring  trouble  persisted  until,  with  the  invasion  of 
Europe,  the  greater  part  of  the  Service  personnel  stationed  in  the  district 
left  for  overseas, 

Bhring  the  year  no  extensions  of  sewers  have  been  laid,  but  now 
connections  to  existing  sowers  carried  out  during  the  year  totalled  82  as 
detailed  belovj:-

One  of  the  essential  requirements  of  a habitable  house  is  that  it 
shall  be  properly  drained  and  have  adequate  moans  for  the  disposal  of 
sewage. 

The  Local  Authority,  imdcr  the  Rural  Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage 
Act,  1944,  is  now  required  to  provide  a wholesome  supply  of  water  in 
pipes  to  every  rural  locality  in  their  district  in  which  there  arc  houses 
or  schools.  This  provision  will  con-sidorably  alter  the  moans  required 
for  the  disposal  of  waste  water*  The  provision  of  piped  water  should 
not  merely  make  it  make  it  more  convenient  for  the  housewife  to  obtain 
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the  limited  amount  of  TJater  fshe  novj  dra'i'Js  from  a well,-,  but  should  instead 
raise  the  whole  standai’d  of  living  in  the  vil.lages  by  making  it  possible 
for  baths  and  water  closets  to  be  installed  in  tiie  cottages.  The 
prevision  of  these  amenities  would  probably  incroase  the  consumption  of 
water  from  some  2-5  goUons  per  head  per  day  to  somevjhcrc  in  the  region 
of  20  to  25  gallons  per  head  per  day, 

Wlilst  the  present  method  of  disposal  of  vjasto  water  by  moans  of 
soakaways  or  of  merely  throwing  it  on  the  garden  ma.y  bo  reasonably 
adequate  to  deal  with  the  sma3.1  amount  of  waste  water  at  present  produced, 
they  would  be  totally  inadequate  to  meet  the  need  whore  piped  water,  baths 
and  U.C’s  arc  provided.  As  oxponsos  on  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  are 
noxv  a general  rate  charge  on  the  whole  district,  it  is  only  to  bo  expected 
that  more  rural  parishes  of  the  district  will  demand  that  some  form  of 
sewage  disposal  should  be  provided  for  them  and  that  they  should  not  pay 
a sewerage  rate  solely  for  the  benefit  of  the  m-orc  urban  areas.  This  does 
not  mean  that  long  expensive  sowers  should  be  laid  in  the  remote  rural 
villages,  but  that  whore  necessary  other  methods  should  bo  used. 

Some  little  time  ago  the  Ministry  of  Health  asked  for  particulars  of 
all  villages  and  hamlets  where  a sewerage  scheme  vjas  not  available  in 
which  there  were  20  houses  within  a circle  of  a mile  in  radius.  This 
has  been  taken  by  many  as  an  indication  that  the  future  policy  of  tho  Ministry 
will  bo  to  secure  main  drainage  facilities  for  all  groups  of  20  or  more 
houses.

The  actual  planning  of  schemes  is  an  onginooring  problem.  It  may  well 
be  that  some  of  these  smaller  schemes  could  be  incorporatod  with  one  or  other 
of  the  larger  ones,  or  combined  so  that  ono  schemo  would  cover  two  or  more 
villages. 


Tiic  more  difficult  problem  is  tho  provision  of  facilities  for  sma.ll 
isolated  groups  of  cottages.  In  tho  past  it  has  boon  customary  to  rely  on 
cesspools  or  soakaways.  It  is,  however,  now  gonorally  agreed  that  where  a 
supply  of  water  from  a public  main  is  laid  on  to  a house,  the  foul  drainage 
from  sink,  water  closet  and  bath  cannot  be  disposed  of  satisfactorily  by 
dischaergo  to  a cesspool.  Treatment  by  storage  in  a cesspool  is  unsuitable 
whore  the  doily  flovJ  may  be  3.5  to  20  gallons  per  hoad  or  more.  As  an 
alternative  to  cesspool  drainage,  the  Minist??^'  of  Kealch^s  handbook 
suggests  treatment  by  settlement  followed  by  filtration  end  the 
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distribution  of  tlic  filtrato  over  the  suface  of  the  land,  Tliis  method 
cannot  be  applied  in  every  instance,  much  dopendir^-  on  the  contour  of 
the  land  and  the  nature  of  the  subsoil,  but  where  it  can  bo  applied  it 
should  be  used  in  preference  to  cesspool  drainage,  Particulai’s  a3?o 
given  in  the  blinistry’s  handbook  of  the  type  of  works  required  to  deal 
with  sewage  from  groups  of  houses  varying  from  two  isolated  cottages 
to  a group  of  20. 

It  is  not  necessarily  suggested  that  the  Council  should  provide 
those  small  works  for  privately  owned  properties,  but  it  is  recommended 
that  schom.es  should  be  pi’ovidcd  for  groups  of  Council  Cettages,  and 
where  practicable  SGVJage  from  adjacent  priva.toly  owned  houses  be  treated 
in  the  sariie  ivorks.  In  justice  to  the  rural  ratepayers  without  main 
sewerage  schemes,  the  Local  Authority  should  undertake  the  maintenance 
of  privately  owned  sewage  disposal  plants  and  provide  a free  cesspool 
emptying  service  in  all  parishes.  It  might  bo  said  that  these  small 
private  plants  are  no  concern  of  the  Local  Authority,  but  it  is  surely 
illogicaj.  to  provide  an  emptying  or  maintenance  service  for  a thoroughly 
bad  system  of  sewage  disposal,  namely  cesspools,  and  yet  do  nothing  for 
owners  who  provide  a much  more  efficient  and.hygi':.nic  for.m  of  disposal 
plant  • 

The  question  of  the  degree  of  priority  of  need  of  the  various 
schemes  is  a matter  of  great  importance.  In  the  past,  there  has  been 
a tendency  to  regard  needs  of  the  urban  areas  as  completely  outweighing 
those  of  the  rural  villages.  It  has  been  pointed  out  that  the  vjholGsale 
extension  of  piped  water  schemas  in  the  rural  areas  totally  alters  the 
position.  The  Director  of  Wa.tcr  Examination  of  the  Metropolitan  ¥ctor 
Board  goes  as  far  as  to  say  that  soakage  into  the  ground  of  sewage 
containing  untreated  excreta,  which  would  be  the  case  in  rural  areas  if 
neither  river  or  sea  were  availa.ble,  would  rapidly  create  a state  of 
affairs  reminiscent  of  the  middle  exiles. 

Having  regard  to  the  present  state  of  affairs  in  the  I'iittcrings 
it  can  be  said  that  from  a public  health  point  of  view  this  scheme  should 
have  first  j;riority.  Except  for  a small  arCc?  in  Bosham,  the  present 
conditions  are  tolerable  in  the  other  nrcais,  wnere  large  schemes  or 
extensions  arc  proposed^  On  the  other  hand,  in  the  rural  villages,  many 
cottages  arc  without  any  form  of  drainage. 

It  is  to  be  expected  that  a lai’gc  rural  housing  re  const  miction 
programme  will  be  instituted  as  soon  as  practicable.  One  of  the  essential 
requirements  will  ’be  satisfactory  drainage  for  each  house.  It  is 
obviously  irrational  to  provide  numerous  small  disposal  plants  or  cesspools 
in  a village  if  a proper  system  of  sowers  and  disposal  works  is  to  be 
constructed  in  the  comparatively  near  future.  The  reconstruction  of 
houses  must  bo  planned  to  utilise  the  madn  services  which  are  to  be 
available.  In  other  words,  the  main  water  and  the  sewerage  schemes  should 
be  available  before  the  housing  programme  is  commenced  in  a particular 
village.  The  reconstruction  programme  should  not  be  postponed 
indefinitely  and  therefore  it  is  rGcoiTmended  thjit  work  on  small  rural 
schemes  should  go  on  concurrently  with  the  larger  ones  in  the  urban  areas. 
Such  a procedure  would  also  be  taken  as  a gesture  of  good  faith  on  the  part 
of  the  Local, Authority  towards  lural  parishes  who  may  now  fool  that  they 
arc  payin£-:  for  all  and  getting  nothing. 

No  statutory  action  has  boon  taken  under  Section  47  of  the  Public 
Health  A.ct^  1936,  rogardlig  the  conversion  of  Earth  and  Pail  closets  into 
Water  Closets,  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  state  vof  the  building  industry 
will  enable  a start  to  be  made  in  the  near  future. 
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Dui’ins  tiio  ycc-x  it  vjaci  found  that  TJator  clocat  contcntB  at  a factory 
iu  the  Pa.‘?ish  of  Westbourne  vjcro  boing  discharged 'without  troatmont  diroctly 
into  a stream*  i'kf’bor  much  nogetiatien  including  the  service  of  Statutory 
Notices,  connection  with  the  sewer  was  caireicd  out  by  the  Council  in 
consovucnce  of  the  owner's  default. 

In  another  instance,  pollution  of  a stream  was  caused  by  the  discharge 
of  sewage  from  a Sorvlco  Nstablishnicnt , The  station  at  this  time  was 
occupied  by  an  abnormal  number  of  personnel,  thus  causing  the  disposal  plant 
to  be  seriously  ovorloadod.  With  a reduction  in  the  number  of  porscniiol 
the  nuisance  wan  abated. 

In  two  eases  overflovjs  from  cesspools  \'\JorG  found  to  dischengo  into 
streams  where  following  a dry  spell  nuisances  were  causeds  The  nuisances 
hocamo  less  obvious  when  the  vJatcr  returned  in  the  streams.

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of  East  and  West  wittcriiTr;s  and  in  the  iinscviierod  areas  of  the  Parishes  of 
B osham,  Middleton-on-Sca,  Sclsoy  and  WcsthournCe  Pour  cesspool 
emptying  machines  have  been  in  operation  during  the  year.  In  addition

In  i^ril  of  this  year,  tlie  Council  appointed  a Rodent  Operator,  The 
operator  received  the  training  as  .prescribed  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  and  in 
addition  obtained  some  practical  experience  with  the  staff  of  tho  West  Sussex

HOUSING 

Although  owing  to  shortage  of  labour  an.d  materials  it  has  not  been 
possible  for  mu-ch  actual,  building  work  to  bo  carried  out  during  the  year, 
considerable  attention,  both  nationally  and  locally,  has  been  given  to  the 
problem  of  post-war  housing  needs. 

During  the  year  several  important  reports  have  been  issued  by  the 
Ministry  of  Hoa].th  and  other  bodies..  In  particular,  one  should  refer  to 
reports  of  the  Sub-Coimiiittocs  of  the  Central  Housing  Mvisory  Committoc  which 
deal  with  ’Ttural  Housing”,  and  the  "Design  of  Dvjcllings”,  and  to  the  Ministry 
of  Health's  "Housing  Manual  of  1944”, 

The  report  on  ”B.ural  Housing”  points  out  that  it  is  imperative  that  the 
frequent  inferiority  of  I'lU’a.l  arj.d  particula:?!:/  agricultural  housing  should 
not  be  allowed  to  persist  after  the  war  and  rcccnimcnds  moans  for  remedying  the 
shortcomings  and  defeebs  in  housing  administration  in  order  to  bring  all  rural 
housing  up  to  proper  staiidords  within  a reasonable  period  of  yoars.  In  the 
main,  the  re  commend  atijOns  arc,  the  sottfng  up  of  3'oint  County  Committees, 
whose  function, will  b-cp  adTi^^c  on,  and  co-ordinate  housing  activities  vjithin 
the  County  and  the  carrying  out  of  a comprehensive  survey  of  housing  condition 
throughout  all  rural  areas. 

In  this  county,  a Joint  County  Committee  was  established  in  Soptembor 
and  this' was  followed  by  tlio  appointment  of  various  Technical  Sub-Committoes 
to  study  and  I'cporb  cn  vaj?icus  aspects  of  the  housing  problem. 

At  the  close  of  tho'  year,  those  Sub-Committees  Vt/erc  actively  preparing 
their  various  reports. 

With  regard  to  the  second  ro  commend  at  Ion,,  it  will  bo  rccallod  that  in 
the  autumn  of  1943,  that  is  about  siv  months  before  tho  issue  of  tho  Hobhouso 
report  on  Rural  .Housing,,  the  Coujacil  docidod  to  c arry  out  a Housing  Survey  of 
the  whole  of  the  District,  and  for  this  purpose  to  accept  the  offer  of  the 
Minister  'of  Health  to  arrange-  tho  secondment  of  an  additional  Sanitary 
Inspector  from  another  area,  Ih?.  W.H,  Strawbridgo,tho  seconded  officer, 
coramcjiood  duty  with  this  authority  in  January'  1944,  and  since  then  has  boon 
i-O'gcly  engaged  on  -this  H'-'using  Survey, 

There  in  this'  district  some  12,200  houses,  of  which  8,280  havo  a 
ratcobiGvuiuc  of  £20  or  less,  and  can,  for  getovsl  prii’nofJioSj  bo  rogaa’dod  as 
working  class  dwoirings,  A.t  the  end’ of  1944..  2528  houses  including  2204 
working  class  dwslJ.jrgs  had  been  inspectedo  This  rate  of  progress  cannot 
be  regarded  as  satisfactory  and  steps,  aro  boing  taken  to  expedite  tho  suivey 
as  much  as  possible, 

Tho  houses  .inspoctod  havo  been  provisionally  classified  as  to  their 
structural  condition,  but  as  tho  rocommioridaticns  of  tho  Joint  County  Commaittoo 
on  Standards  of  litncss ,havo  not  yot  boon  finally  decided  and  approved  by  this 
Council,  tho  prov.xsional  classifications  ore  liab].c  to'  bo  amended  and  are 
therefore  not  included  in  this  report , 

Tho  comprohensivo  s’.irvcy  when  cor^lctod,  will  for  tho  first  time  give  a 
complete  picuurc-  of  3:ural  housing  conditions  and  xvill  indlcato  vjhat  is  needed, 
both  by  way.  of  novj  building  and  reconstruction,  to  bring  tho  houses  of  tho 
rural  vjorkers  up  to  a rcasonablo  standard.  It  should  form  tho  basis  of  a 
long  term  policy  of  ro-housing  and  improvemont.

Apart  from  the  passing  of  the  Food  and  Lrugs  (Milk  and  Dairies)  Act, 
1944,  there  is  little  change  to  report  regarding;  matters  dealt  with  in  this 
section.  The  now  -n-ct,  however,  when  it  becomes  operative,  will  cause 
extensive  changes,  /d1:er  the  appointed  day,  which  has  not  yet  been  fixed, 
the  respohsibility  for  the  supervision  of  mille  production  and  the  issue  of 
licences  under  the  Milk  (Special  Dc  signet  ions.)  F-.^uiations  will  pass  from  the 
Local  Sanitary  Authorities  to  tho  Minister  of  /gri culture,  thus  roducing 
considerably  -tn©  powox-a  auU  outios  of  the  Local  Sanitary  Authorities, 


At  the  commencement  of  tho  year  259  farms  were  registered  for  the 
production  of  milk,  actual  production  being  carried  out  at  236  of  them. 


Of  the  farms  producing,  146  wore  licenced  for  tho  production  of 
Designated  Milk  (Tuberculin  Tested  30,  Accredited  116), 


Diuring  the  year  one  new  registration  was  granted,  five  registered 
premises  were  transferred  to  now  Producers,  and  fifteen  dairymen  (seven 
non- designated,  six  accredited  and  two  Tuberculin  Tested  Producers)  ceased 
to  produce  milk.  Two  additional  Producers  received  Licences  from  tho 
County  Council  to  produce  designated  milk.

Millc  Sampling 

The  policy  of  regular  quarterly  sampling  of  all  non-do signaled 
producers  has  been  continued  as  far  as  practicable.  With  two  exceptions 
samples  have  been  taken  from  all  non-do signat-e'd  pijj^^cors,  fo^  routine 
quarterly  sajjii^lcs  being  taken  from  74  producers,  from  three  producers, 
thr»e  from  tw©  producers  and  ono  from  six  producers.  The  latter  six 
producers,  together  with  one  from  whom  three  samples  were  collocted,  ceased 
to  produce  milk  during  the  first  and  fourth  qua3?ters  of  the  year  respectively. 

Of  the  324  routine  samples  taken,  229  or  71^  reached  the  standard 
required  for  accredited  milk.  So  far  as  possible,  follow-up  samples  wore 
collected  when  routine  samples  were  unsatisfactory.  In  all,  67  follow-up 
samples  were  taken,  41  of  then  or  61%  being  found  to  be  satisfactory.  In 
the  work  of  sampling,  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  have  had  the  help  of  the  Lay. 
Assistant  in  the  Department,  146  samples  being  collected  by  the  former  and 
178  by  the  latter. 

It  will  be  noted  from  the  table  given  below  that  the  percentage  of 
failures  varies  considerably  during  the  different  seasons  of  the  year,  it  being 
highest  during  tho  third  or  sTunmer  quarter.  This  probably  indicates 
difficulties  of  producers  with  regard  to  water  supplies  and  cooling. 

During  the  year,  there  has  been  an  increase  in  'the  amount  of  heat- 
treated  milk  available  to  the  public,  and  particularly  for  the  milk  in  school 
schemes,  but  some  of  this  is  not  sold  under  licence  and  therefore  not 
subject  to  tho  provisions  of  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Orders.

In  addition  20  of  the  874  samples  of  Accredited  milks  wore  also 
submitted  to  the  Colifom  Test,  19  being  found  to  be  satisfactory.  Fourteen 
samples  of  the  Tuberculin  Tested  milks  wore  similarly  examined,  13  of  which 
vjere  reported  to  bo  satisfactory. 

Further,  15  specimens  of  Accredited  milks  were  submitted  for 
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biological  examination  for  tho  presence  of  Tubercle  Bacilli,  one  sample 
giving  a positive  result,  A series  of  group  saraplcs  vjero  subsequently 
taken,  tvjo  suspected  amlnals  being  removed  to  a ICnackor’s  Yard,  Individual 
samples  identified  the  infected  animal, which  was  slaughtered  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1938.

PRRV.iLSNCE:  im  COMIROL  OF  IITHECTIOUS  iiTO  OTHER 
DISEfllES 

The  only  features  of  note  during  the  year  were  a Ti’Jhooping  Cough 
epidemic  which  affected  all  parts  of  the  district,  and  an  outbreak  of 
Sonne  Dysentery  at  Middlton-on-Sca. 

Smallpox. 

During  the  year  no  eases  of  Smallpox  v;cro  notified  in  the  district, 
but  information  was  received  that  five  contacts  of  a ease  which  occiirrod 
aboard  ship  vjcre  proccedinf;  to  addresses  in  this  district.  Those  contacts 
wore  kept  under  supervision  and  none  developed  any  signs  or  symptoms  of 
the  disease. 

In  consequence  of  tho  occurrence  of  the  disease  in  other  parts  of 
this  country,  tho  advice  of  tho  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  sought  by 
the  Medical  Officers  of  two  service  establishments  in  the  area  regarding 
two  possible  cases  of  the  disease.  One  was  obviously  a case  of 
Chickenpox,  but  the  other  was  more  difficult  to  diagnose,  illthough  the 
main  features  of  tho  case  vjoro  definitely  against  a diagnosis  of  Smallpox, 
it  was  thought  wise  to  isolate  the  patient  and  sock  further  advice.  The 
patient  was  seen  by  tho  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  DXt  JaS,  Bradshaw, 
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and  by  the  former  County  Medical  Officer  of  Hcolthj  Dr,  Ealph  D, 
Smcdloy,  \vho  both  agreed  that  the  ease  •was  not  one  of  Smallpox  but 
rather  somo  form  of  dormatitiGs 

pijjhthoriao 

DT-iring  the  year  7 eases  of  this  diseaso  were  notified  as 
compared  vJith  10  in  1943,  Three  of  the  cases  vjcrc  non-civilians. 
Two  further  cases,  both  non-civilians , occurred  in  this  district  but 
were  not  notified^  iUl  the  non-civilian  cases  made  satisfactory 
recoveries. 


Of  the  notified  civilian  cases,  one  proved  to  be  a case  of 
tonsiTitis  in  a ’■carrier'’^  and  anothor  a simple  ’’carrier”.  The 
remaining  two  wore  definite  eases  of  moderate  severity;  they  had 
both  been  immunised,  and  in  spite  of  the  extent  of  the  membrane 
present  made  rapid  and  uneventful  recoveries.

Supply  of  Diphtheria  /uiti -Toxin. 

Diphtheria  /mti-Toxin  is  supplied  free  of  cost  to  General 
Practitioners  for  prophylactic  and  treatment  purposes.  It  can  bo 
obtained  from  the  Public  Health  Offices,  East  Pallant  House,  Chichester, 
during  office  hours,  and  from  the  Chichester  City  and  Bognor  Regis 
Isolation  Hospitals  at  other  times. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

Satisfactory  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  in  the 
immunisation  campaign.  As  in  previous  years  the  inoculations  wore 
given  by  Medical  Officers  of  the  County  Health  Department. 

■Publicity  campaigns  were  conducted  during  the  spring  by  means  of 
display  posters,  press  advertisements,  etc, 

Diiring  the  year,  174  children  of  school  age,  and  432  children 
under  5 years  of  age  received  a complete  course  of  injections.  In 
addition,  a nuraber  of  children  who  had  been  inoculated  more  than  4 
years  ago  recoived  ’’follow  up”  injections.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
it  was  estimated  that  69 ,19^  of  the  children  in  the  district  aged 
5-15  years,  and  46.81^  of  the  children  aged  1 to  5 years  had 
received  a complete  course  of  injections. 
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Dyi3Gi.it  cry 

During  the  year,  81  eases  of  Dysentery  i/Jcrc  notified  as  compared 
with  2 in  the  previous  year.  The  eases  on  which  bacterioiogiccl 
examinations  were  carried  out  Vi’cro  largely  of  the  Sonne  type.  Included 
in  the  notified  cases  were  14  nen-civiiiajis , 

More  than  half  of  the  civilian,  cases  occurred  at  Middleton-on-Soa, 
where  46  cases  were  notified  during  the  months  of  January  and  February. 

There  is  good  reanon  to  believe  that  the  notified  eases  cons bitutal only 
a portion  of  the  actual  eases  occurring  during  the  outbroolc,  and  that  the 
total  number  of  persons  affected  was  probably  three  or  four  times  the 
number  of  notifications  received. 

The  disease  which  was  proved  to  be  of  the  Sonne  type  was 
comparatively  mild,  the  principal  symptoms  being  diarrhoea  with  some 
abdominal  pain  and  occasional  vomiting.  In  most  eases  the  duration  of 
the  illness  did  not  exceed  4 to  5 days,  but  in  a number  of  eases  a 
"carrier'’  condition  persisted  for  3 or  4 weeks.  Various  investigations 
an  to  the  possible  source  of  the  outbrcalc  were  carried  out  but  no  definite 
conclusions  vjcre  arrived  at. 

In  May,  5 cases  were  notified  frora  a large  Childrens'  Homo,  three 
being  of  the  Flcznor  type,  end  two  of  the  Sonne  typcc  In  Ju.nG,  two  childron 
ivere  n^ti.ficd  as  cases  of  Some  Dysentery,  fSomc  further  eases  of  the 
Flexner  type  occurred  in  cMldren  during  the  period  May  to  .lugust , but 
were  not  noixficd*  Tiio  situctio.n  -jn  the  Home  vias  further  cc.mplicated 
by  the  introduction  of  infection  by  cysts  of  Giardia  Lamblia,  Many  of 
the  childron  bccam.c  persistent  ca.rriGrs  of  both  B.  Dyscntorac,  (Flexner), 
and  Giardia  Lomblia,  In  the  individual  children,  the  disease  was 
comparatively  jaild  and.  of  s.hort  duration.j 

iVnothcr  small  outbreak  caused  by  E.  roaecntorac  (3o.nno}  took  plaoo 
at  a small  Home  for  Mental  DofectiVGS  at  ildirgbourne  during  October  and 
Novembexu,  7 of  the  ohiidren  in  the  Hovie  being  affected,  OJing  to  the 
general  poor  state  of  health  of  the  children,  ail  of  them  being  very  low 
grade  defectives,  several  of  them  were  seriously  ill  with  Da'scntcry,  and 
one  aged  tvjo  years  died  of  the  disease.

As  in  ths  previous  j'eer,  no  cases  of  IVpiicid  or  Paratyphoid 
Fevers  viere  notified,  and  no  deaths  vjere  recorded  daring  the  year 
frora  these  diseases. 


Fuer^oeral  Fever 

As  in  the  year  1943,  3 cases  of  this  condition  vjere  notified 
during  the  year  under  review,  ^ne  patient  was  admitted  to 
Southlands  Hospital,  Shor ehaia-by-Sea,  and  after  a stay  of  three 
weeks  was  discharged,  having  made  a good  recovery.  'J-he  two  remaining 
patients  were  nursed  at  home  and  both  made  good  recoveries,  Ho 
deaths  were  registered  during  the  year  as  duo  to  Puerperal  Sepsis 
or  other  maternal  causes. 


Pplithalmia  Haonatorurii. 

No  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  the  yeaj?  as 
compared  with  two  during  the  year  1943. 


S_upplie_s of  Insulin. 

Two  applications  for  the  supply  of  Insulin  to  be  provided  free 
or  at  reduced  cost  were  received  during  the  year,  but  the  financial 
circumstancas  of  the  applicants  did  not  warrant  uhe  authorisation  of 
Insulin  to  be  provided  by  District  Council,  ''One  diabetic  person 
previously  supplied  with  Insulin  free  of  cost  left  the  district 
during  the  early  part  of  the  year. 

Scarlet  Fayer 

During  the  year,  56  cases  of  this  disease,  including  3 non- 
civilians, were  notified  as  corapared  with  77  in  1943,  Of  the  56 
cases,  26  were  removod  to  Hospital,  17  to  the  City  of  Chichester 
Isolation  Hospital,  and  9 to  the  Bognor  Regis  Isolation  Hospital, 

In  the  majority  of  cases  'the  disease  was  mild  in  character, 
very  few  complications  being  noted.  In  one  patient  an  abcass, 
which  required  incision,  developed  iii  the  right  groin,  whilst 
Herpes  Zoster  and  Parotitis  occurred  as  con^lications  in  tvjo 
other  cases. 

The  average  stay  in  Hospital  was  27  days. 

The  cases  vJGrc  distributed  throu^out  the  district,  21  Parishes 
being  affected,  those  with  tho  groatest  nuiabor  of  notifications  being 
Bosham  with  13,  Nostbourno  with  5,  and  Oving  with  4 cases. 

The  cases  occurred  throughout  the  year,  the  months  with  uhe 
greatest  incidence  being  March,  April  and  November  with  14,  8 end 
6 notifications  respectively.

There  was  a considorablc  increase  in  the  incidence  of  this  disease 
during  the  year,  the  number  of  cases  notified' being  110  as  compared  with 
20  in  1943,  The  year’s  total  is  the  largest  since  the  year  1941,  when 
170  eases  were  notified. 

The  eases  were  scattered  tlrroughout  the  district,  some  27  Parishes 
being  affected.  The  Parishes  with  the  largest  incidence  were  Middleton- 
on-Sea  with  17  cases,  Yapton  with  18,  and  Boshara  and  Pagham  oach  w'ith 
0 c as  es , 

The  disease  in  the  majority  of  cases  was  mild  in  character,  no 
eases  being  admitted  to  Hospital,  and  no  deaths  were  registered  as  duo 
to  the  disease.

So  far  as  this  disease  was  concGmed,  1944  was  a non-epidemic  year, 
only  160  cases  including  14  non-civilians  being  notified  as  compared  with 
374  in  1943, 

Apart  from  an  increased  incidence  in  hliddleton-on-Sea  during  the 
first  quarter  of  the  year  when  33  cases  were  notified,  there  was  no 
indication  of  an  epidemic  in  the  district  until  November  when  increasing 
numbers  of  notifications  were  received  in  respect  of  cases  in  the  eastern 
parts  of  the  district,  31  cases  being  notified  in  Novembor,  and  42  in 
December, 

The  cases  were  distributed  throughout  the  district,  23  parishes 
being  affected.  The  parishes  with  the  highest  incidence  were  Middlcton- 
on-Sea  with  37  cases,  iiLdingbourno  with  20,  Berstod  with  17,  Pagham  with 
14,  and  Bosham  and  Eastergato  each  with  12  cases.  In  addition  to  the 
notified  cases  31  cases  were  reported  by  the  Head  Teachers  of  the  various 
Schools, 

In  most  cases  the  disease  was  mild  in  character,  none  of  the 
civilian  cases  being  admitted  to  Hospital,  The  distribution  of  the

No  cases  of  those  diseases  were  notified  during  the  year  as 
compared  with  one  case  of  Acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis  during  the 
year  1943.  No  deaths  were  registered  as  being  due  to  either  of 
these  conditions. 

FNHlUI'iONI^'i.  (Acute  Primary  and  Influenzal)  , 

During  the  year,  19  cases  of  iicute  Primary  Pneumonia  were  notified 
as  compared  with  10  for  the  previous  year;  no  cases  of  Influenzal 
Pneumonia  were  notified  as  compai’od  with  5 in  the  previous  year.  Of 
the  notified  coses,  11  occurred  in  non-ciirilians , all  of  whom  were 
removed  to  General  and  Militarj^  Hospitals,  None  of  the  civilian  cases 
wore  removed  to  Hospital,  A total  of  12  deaths  from  all  forms  of 
Pneunonia  was  recorded  during  the  year,  a decrease  of  C compared  with 
1943,  Of  the  total  deaths , 6 occurred  at  Institutions  situate  outside 
the  Rural  District,  ^ 

INELIJEICA 

The  national  Influenza  epidemic  which  commenced  during  the  last 
month  of  the  year  1943  continued'  for  some  weeks  during  the  first  quarter 
of  the  year  under  review. 

No  request  for  either  nursing  or  domestic  assistance  was  received, 

A total  of  5 deaths,  2 male  and  3 female  was  recorded  during  the 
year,  four  of  which  occurred  during  the  month  of  January  and  the 
remaining  death  during  Februany, 

SC/iBIES 


The  total  nunber  of  cases  of  this  disease  brought  to  the  notice 
of  the  Department  during  the  year  was  108,  a considerable  drop  in  the 
nujnbor  for  the  previous  year,  when  106  cases  were  dealt  with.  As  in 
the  previous  yo-ar  the  majority  of  the  cases  were  notified  through  the 
medium  of  the  School  Medical  Service,  the  residue  being  referred  by 
Medical  practitioners  and  District  Nurses,  The  cases  affected  45 
families  resident  in  17  parishes  of  the  district,  those  with  the 
greatest  numbers  being  Solsoy  with  19,  Westbourne  with  13,  East 
Wittering  and  Sidle  sham,  each  with.  8,  and  Walberton  and  West  Wittering 
each  with  7 cases.  The  incidence  of  the  disease  was  fairly  oven 
theroughout  the  year,  although  no  cases  Viicre  reported  during  the  months 
of  xdugust  and  September,  the  months  with  the  largest  number  of  cases 
being  February  with  21  and  July  with  16,  Reinfections  were  reported 
in  four  families. 

During  ^no  grositcr  ■part  of  the  yG«i‘  ot,  Richard’s  Hospital, 
Chichostor,  continued  to  be  unQ  troatmont  centre,  but  it  was  found 
necf  •ooai-y  to  temporarily  suspend  the  service  during-  '^hc  months  of  June 
and  July  owing  to  the  reservation  of  a large  number  of  Hospital  beds 
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for  SorvicG  caaualties  which  occurred  after  the  invasion  of  i^rance, 

Duriiit^  these  two  months  some  31  cases  of  scabies  were  treated  at  their 
homos  by  District  Nurses  who  wer^  supplied  with  Benzyl  Benzoate  Emulsion 
and  brushes  for  its  application.  The  position  regarding  treatment  at 
St.  Richard’s  Hospital  was  on  the  whole  easier  than  in  the  previous  year, 
it  being  generally  found  all  patients  referred  for  treatment  vjore  dealt 
with  with  the  minimum  of  delay.  It  was  not  necessary  to  take  my  legal 
action  during  the  year  under  the  provisions  of  the  Scabies  Order,  1941,

MOSOHITO  IMESTiJION. 

Tne  survey  of  the  district  mentioned  in  the  last  report  was  carried 
out  by  the  staff  of  the  British  Mosiuito  Control  Institute,  Hayling 
Island,  in  the  early  months  of  the  year.  The  survey  commenced  on  the 
2lst  February  and  was  completed  on  the  6th  June,  ten  days  in  all  being 
spent  on  the  work.  During  the  course  of  the  survey  larvae  of  ton 
different  species  -of  mosquitoes  were  collected,  two  of  them  being  of  the 
genus  anopheles  {i.e,  malaria  carriers).  Of  the  eight  culicine  species 
found,  five  were  known  to  be  persistent  biters. 

The  parts  of  this  district  found  to  be  most  heavily  infested  were 
Thorney  Island,  Itchenor,  Sidlesham,  Se-lsey,  Middleton-on-Sea,  Clymping, 
Tortington,  Bosham  and  Pagham,  The  species  most  frequently  found  were  the 
Salt  marsh  ’’j^xdcs  detritus”  and  ’’nedes  Caspius”,  both  of  which  are  very 
persistent  biters.  The  survey  thus  confirmed  the  findings  of  the  one 
carried  out  in  1936  that  the  coastal  area  of  this  district  is  heavily 
infested  with  both  malaria  cariying  and  "nuisance”  mosquitoes. 

Similar  surveys  were  made  by  the  Institute  Staff  in  Chichester  City, 
Bognor  Regis  and  Fareham  U.Ds.  Subsequently  a suggestion  was  put  fonvard 
that  a joint  scheme  of  mosquito  control  should  be  operated  through  the 
Vv’hole  of  coastal  areas  of  the  Districts  named,  together  with  those  of 
Portsmouth,  Gosport  and  Havant  and  Waterloo,  The  suggested  scheme  would 
have  cost  this  district  some  £5CC  per  year.  Whilst  some  control  of 
infestation  is  required  it  was  generally  felt  that  neither  the  danger 
from  indigenous  malria  nor  the  nuisance  producing  propensities  of  the 
mosquito  justified  the  annual  expenditure  of  such  a large  siun  of  monty.  The 
■ advi’ce  of  officials  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  was  simight^  who  confirmed 
the  view  expressed  above. 


/athougii  it  has  ticcn  decided  not  to  participate  in  the  joint 
control  scheme,  considerable  investigations  have  been  made  in  the 
district,  ' Mr,  L,J,  Lewis  has  particularly  interested  himself  in 
this  subject  and  in  addition  to  accompanying  members  of  the  British 
Mosquito  Institute  on  the  survey  of  the  area,  has  made  60  visits  to 
possible  mosquito  breeding  places  and  from  37  of  them  has  collected 
and  identified  larvae. 

No  active  control  work  has,  however,  boon  carried  out,  but  advlco 
to  owners  and  occupiers  of  land  and  promises  has  been  given  in 
appropriate  cases. 

GLNCLR 

The  number  of  deaths  attributed  to  Cancer  during  the  year 
numbered  53  (29  males  and  24  females)  a decrease  of  15  compared  with 
the  year  1943,  The  Cancer  Death  Rate  for  the  year  is  1,59  per  1,000 
estimated  resident  ;populatioh,  compared  with  a rate  of  2,07  for  the 
previous  year.  Corresponding  rates  for  the  administrative  County, 
the  Urban  and  Rural  Districts  are  2,40,  2,60  and  2,09  respectively.

TUBEHaULOSlS 

A total  of  39  nevj  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  added  to  the 
iTotifi cation  Register  as  compared  with  31  in  1943.  Of  the  39  new 
cases,  29  were  notified  to  be  suffering  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis, 
and  10  from  non-pulmonary  types  of  this  disease.  Corresponding 
figures  for  the  previous  year  were  26  pulmonary  cases,  and  5 non- 
puLnonary.  One  further  case  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  was  restored 
to  the  Notification  Register  during  the  year,  a patient  returning  to 
the  district  following  removal  to  another  area. 

A total  of  10  deaths  from  Pulmonarj^  Tuberculosis  was  recorded 
during  the  year  as  compared  with  11  for  1943,  Deaths  from  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  for  the  year  numbered  one,  a decrease  of  three 
compared  vjith  the  previous  year,  Thi’oe  persons  died  from  Tuberculosis 
vjho  had  not  been  notified  in  the  district  during  life,  whilst  the 
deaths  of  three  persons  were  attributed  to  causes  other  than 
Tuberculosis,
